The  conditions  here  by  all  standards  are  very 
oad  Paraguay  being  by  far  the  poorest 
country  of  South  America.  The  heat  comes 
in  ever  stronger  waves  and  by  mid-summer 
(December-January)  will  be  intolerable. 
Communication  with  the  rest  of  the  world 
*s  extremely  difficult,  although  Stroessner’s 
dictatorship  government  seems  to  be  trying 
to  alleviate  the  situation.  ...
